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Probe as 
hundreds 
may have 
lost their 
holidays 


HUNDREDS of holidaymakers 
could be out of pocket after the 
owners of a travel firm failed to 
send out tickets or respond to 
calls, writes Jamie McGinnes. 

Police and Kent Trading 
Standards are trying to contact 
the owners of Your Choices Ltd, 
which has registered offices in 
Ashford and Folkestone. 

It is feared hundreds of people 
from across the county who 
booked holidays through the inter¬ 
net firm may have lost money 

A spokesman for the county’s 
trading standards team said: “We 
are currently making inquiries to 
contact the owners and we are 
liaising with Kent Police.” 

She added: ‘We estimate the 
amount of money that could have 
potentially been lost could be 
around £100,000.” 

Kent on Sunday spoke to cus¬ 
tomers who had not received 
their tickets after paying for 
holidays or had been unable to 
get in touch with the company. 

Terence and Elaine Rose, 64, 
from Upper Hailing in Rochester, 
and their two friends paid 
£1,248 for a 14-night holiday 
to Lanzarote. 

It was sold to them as a five- 
star, all-inclusive trip, but they 
knew something was wrong 
when the tickets failed to arrive, 
as promised, by courier last week. 
Attempts to reach the company 
by telephone failed. 

Mr Rose reported the incident 
to police, who told him his

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ARMED ROBBERY: CCTV footage released this week of the £53m Securitas robbery 


Dramatic 
footage of 
£53m heist 


CCTV images showing an 
armed gang stealing £53 mil¬ 
lion from a Securitas cash depot 
in Britain’s biggest cash rob¬ 
bery have been made public for 
the first time. 

The footage, which has been seen by 
jurors at an Old Bailey trial, shows the 
raid being carried out in February 2006 at 
the warehouse in Tonbridge. 

Members of staff can be seen being held 
at gunpoint, and masked robbers load 
metal cages full of money onto a lorry at 
the depot. 

The CCTV footage shows seven robbers 
disguised in masks, balaclavas or pros¬ 
thetic make-up. 

They are carrying guns including an 
AK47 assault rifle and Skorpion machine 
pistol. 

Seven men and one woman deny 
charges in relation to the raid. 

The defendants on trial include car

salesman Stuart Royle, 48, of Maidstone 
and his former business partner, John 
Fowler, 58, of Staplehurst. 

Also charged are former depot worker

Tonbridge; roofer Lea Rusha, 35, of 
Southborough, near Tunbridge Wells;

complaint was one of many ‘We don’t know 
what to do now,” he said. “It’s just terrible.” 

Mr Rose said when he bought the holiday he 
was told he could not pay by credit card so sent 
a cheque instead. As a result, his insurers say 
he isn’t covered. 

He is not sure if he will be able to afford 
another holiday 

When he received confirmation documents 
from Your Choices they stated that his holiday 
was protected by the Air Travel Organisers’ 
Licensing (Atol) body 

But Atol told Kent on Sunday that Your 
Choices was not registered with them. 

An Atol spokesman said that they were 
helping trading standards and police with 
their investigation. 

Chris Neaves, 37, from Birchington, booked 
a two-week holiday for him, his wife Tricia and 
their three young children to Rhodes. 

They were due to fly out this weekend, but 
never received their tickets from Your Choices 
after paying more than £1,200 by cheque. 

He said: “I was rather angry, but my wife and 
children were devastated because they’d been 
planning this holiday since February” 

Janice Harkup, from Herne Bay, and her sis¬ 
ter Christine Crosswell, from Sittingbourne, 
paid £728 for seven days in Italy in 
September. Their friend paid Your Choices 
more than £500 to join them. They have been 
unable to contact the company 

Message 

A spokesman for Kent Police confirmed the 
force was investigating Your Choices. 

He said the firm was based in Ashford, but 
had vacated its premises in 2006. 

Other people bought holidays through news¬ 
paper adverts. 

When KoS tried to contact Your Choices’ 
offices in Folkestone a recorded message said 
to call back later. We were unable to leave a 
message. 

We also telephoned Steven Weaver, 44, who 
is listed with Companies House as director 
of Your Choices, but his mobile went straight 
to voicemail. 

His company’s website, which is still up and 
running, said it provides “a seamless service 
that starts from the time of confirming your 
holiday right through to your return home”. 

In adverts published last month, the 
company offered trips to exotic destinations 
including St Lucia, Tuscany, Lanzarote and 
Gran Canaria.

THE newest movie by a film¬ 
maker who grew up in Kent is 
set to take the UK by storm. 

The Bourne Ultimatum, by writer and 
director Paul Greengrass, is the third in the 
intelligent spy thriller series, and has 
attracted rave reviews around the world. 

The trilogy is based on novels by Robert 
Ludlum, following the action-packed adven¬ 
tures of amnesiac Jason Bourne (Matt 
Damon), who discovers he is a CIA assassin. 

Greengrass, who grew up in Gravesend 
and went to Sevenoaks School, has carried 
on from where he left off in the last film of the 
series, The Bourne Supremacy, with the real¬ 
istic style that has become his trademark. 

The long-haired 51-year-old was nominat¬ 
ed for the Best Director Oscar for last year’s 
United 93, a gritty take on one of the air¬ 
craft hijacked by terrorists on September 
11 , 2001 . 

Realistic 

The Bourne Ultimatum pits its hero 
against amoral, corrupt elements of the 
CIA, but Greengrass consciously made the 
decision to avoid politics. 

'When you come to a Bourne movie you’re 
coming to have some fun,” he said. “That’s 
honestly the truth of it, for me personally. 
It’s a Saturday night movie.” 

Greengrass, who was educated at 
Cambridge, rose to prominence on the back 
of documentary-style feature films includ¬ 
ing The Murder of Stephen Lawrence 
(1999) and the internationally-acclaimed 
Bloody Sunday (2002). 

His realistic approach to film-making, 
including the use of hand-held cameras as 
often as possible, was extended to The 
Bourne Ultimatum. 

“If you opened your door in New York or 
Paris or London... you’ve got to believe that 
whatever story it is that Bourne is engaged 
in could be happening there,” he said. 

“But I don’t come to a Bourne movie to 
make any kind of statement. What attracts 
me to Bourne’s world is that it is a real world.” 

His insistence on realism meant filming a 
scene set at Waterloo Station in the middle 
of the day among normal commuters. 

“That’s the busiest terminal in London,” 


said Greengrass. “Hundreds and hundreds 
of thousands of people are going through 
that place every hour. You can’t lock it down. 
They wouldn’t let you... so what you have to 
do is see that as an opportunity and not a 
problem. What you get in return is the 
vibrancy, the energy, of a huge mainline sta¬ 
tion. .. and it shows.” 

While he was at Sevenoaks School in the 
late 1960s and the early 1970s, 
Greengrass, who now lives in Los h 
A ngeles, began making short films 
with a Super 8 camera belonging to the 
art department. 

He said he found out about his Oscar 
nomination for United 93 while on the 
set of The Bourne Ultimatum, which 
was a “great honour”. 

And having him in the director’s 
chair has not just proven popular with 
industry chiefs and audiences. 

Matt Damon has said he would consid¬ 
er making a fourth Bourne film if 
Greengrass directed and hoping to col¬ 
laborate on the Iraq war drama, 
Imperial Life in the Emerald City. 

Damon said: “Paul is one of the great 
directors working today. He’s a real sto¬ 
ryteller whose style is perfect for these 
movies, because it’s not theatrical. He’s 
got a way of shooting that has a very 
honest feel to it.”

■ THE BOURNE Ultimatum is one 
of the slickest espionage thrillers 
around, writes our film critic. 

The success of the latest Bond film, 
Casino Royale, showed that audiences 
are sick of the cliches of older films. 

Instead, they want a hero who is 
believable - and not just in terms of 
the daredevil stunts he performs. 

Jason Bourne has the same initials 
as 007, but there is where the similar¬ 
ity ends. 

Bourne is a complex character. He is 
a good guy, but he does not hesitate 
to kill, often in quite brutal fashion. 

In spite of his superhuman fighting 
skills, Bourne is hurt, both mentally 
and physically, during the three films, 
and Matt Damon does well to portray 
the character’s underlying vulnerabil¬ 
ity. 

The third film, where Bourne finally 
discovers his past in full, is ably 
directed by Greengrass. Although it is 
two hours long, Bourne’s jet-setting 
travels fill it with enough pace to keep 
audiences captivated throughout.

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Concern at web 
speed claims 

THERE is a huge gap between adver¬ 
tised broadband speeds and the actual 
speeds users can achieve, research by 
which.co.uk shows. 

More than a third of Which? members 
now have broadband packages offering 
speeds of ‘up to’ 8Mbps or faster. 
However, a speed test found that cus¬ 
tomers promised up to 8Mbps actually 
achieved 2.7Mbps on average, with the 
lowest speed achieved just 0.09Mbps. 

Malcolm Coles, editor of which.co.uk, 
said: “It’s shocking that internet service 
providers can advertise ever-increasing 
speeds that seem to bear little resem¬ 
blance to what most people can achieve 
in reality.” 

Get your skates 
for new classes 

A ROLLER-SKATING dance club that 
has produced international champions is 
encouraging more young people to take 
up the sport. 

A £6,300 grant from the Lottery’s 
Awards for All programme will allow the 
club to offer taster sessions to young¬ 
sters across north Kent, so they can try 
a popular sport that is less well known 
than its ice skating counterpart. 

The project is one of 20 in Kent, and 
among 96 across the South East to share 
in grants worth £582,694 in the latest 
round of awards announced last week.

Kent Disability 
Sports Advisory Group, in Gravesend, 
got £10,000 to develop a hand-cycling 
project and project Redsand was given

Gypsy site cash 

GRANTS worth nearly £70,000 have 
been given to the county council to refur¬ 
bish gypsy and traveller sites. 

The Government has provided funding 
of £49,474 for Green Bridge Park, Three 
Lakes, Aylesham, Heartenoak, and 
Windmill Lane, and a grant of £19,905 
for a site at Coldharbour. 

Across England, £16 million was 
announced to provide 102 extra pitches 
for gypsies and travellers, and refurbish

Fall from grace for 
perverted Langham

TWO years ago, Chris 
Langham had reached 
the pinnacle of a long 
career in television. 

He scooped best TV comedy 
actor at the 2005 British Comedy 
Awards for his roles in the BBC 
series Help and The Thick of It. 

But his time at the top was 
short-lived. In November 2005, he 
was arrested by Kent Police as 
part of an investigation into inter¬ 
net child pornography and 
released on bail. 

Tonight, his career and reputa¬ 
tion in tatters, the 58-year-old is 
spending his fourth night behind 
bars after a jury at Maidstone 
Crown Court found him guilty of 15 
counts of making indecent images 
of children. 

Judge Philip Statman rejected a 
plea to grant bail, saying that the 
custody threshold had been “well 
and truly passed”. Sentencing was 
adjourned until September 14 and 
Langham was remanded into cus¬ 
tody. 

The actor, who denied all the 
charges against him during the 
three-week trial, is being held at 
Elmley Prison on the Isle of 
Sheppey. 

The father-of-five from Golford, 
near Cranbrook, was cleared of 
indecently assaulting a girl who 
said he took her virginity at 14. 

Langham claimed during the 
trial he had viewed child porn 
images to research a TV show. But 
his Help co-star Paul Whitehouse, 
49, told the jury he had no idea he 
had been looking at child porn as 
research. 



After Thursda/s verdicts, Angus 
McBride, Langham’s solicitor, read 
out a statement on his client’s 
behalf. It said: “I am absolutely 
delighted my name has been 
cleared on the charges I have con¬ 
sistently denied. 

“I have been found guilty of the 
charges I made admissions on 
from the moment of my first 
arrest. I am grateful to the jury for 
their careful deliberations.” 

Canada 

Langham, who has a history of 
alcohol and drug addiction, 
claimed during the trial that he 
had been abused himself as a child 
by a man while living in Canada. 

He has three sons by his first 
wife, actress Sue Jones-Davies, 
and two children by his second, 
stage director, Christine 
Cartwright. After he was charged, 
Langham was forbidden from 
being alone with his young chil¬ 
dren. 

Only a year ago, he accepted a 
Bafta for his role in The Thick of It 
and then shared another award 
with Mr Whitehouse for Help. 

Three days later, however, police 
charged Langham with the child 
pornography offences. Four 


months after that, claims he had 
abused an underage girl surfaced. 

The Thick Of It star first came to 
the attention of child protection 
teams when a US internet site he 
had been using, called Landslide, 
was busted by the American 
authorities in 2002. 

Landslide allowed subscribers to 
enter numerous websites - includ¬ 
ing ones containing sickening 
images of young children being sex¬ 
ually abused. 

A list of Britons who had been on 
the site, including Langham, was 
passed to UK police. Officers found 
Langham had used his credit card 
to access adult porn sites in 1997 
and 1999. 

On the later occasion he sub¬ 
scribed to one through Landslide 
called European Lolita Sex, which 
claimed to show adult pom, but 
also had images of underage girls 
being abused. 

During the raid on Langham’s 
home in November 2005, police 
seized three computers from a con¬ 
verted bam where the actor was 
living during work on his house. 
Forensic experts found more than 
a dozen video clips of girls as 
young as seven being sexually 
abused. The clips ranged from 
level one to five - the most serious 
category of child sex abuse cover¬ 
ing bestiality, rape and sado¬ 
masochism. 

Detective Inspector Derek Cuff, 
of Kent Police’s child protection 
team, said: “Child abuse images 
circulating on the internet are real 
situations involving real children 
who are sexually abused for oth¬ 
ers’ gain and self-gratification. 
Viewing such images simply per¬ 
petuates child abuse.”

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Drug-crazed drivers on our roads 

Number of motorists taking cocaine, ecstasy and cannabis has increased

KENT Police officers are 
backing calls to make it eas¬ 
ier to prosecute motorists 
who drive under the influ¬ 
ence of illegal drugs. 

They say the number of people 
taking cocaine, ecstasy and 
cannabis before driving on Kent 
roads has increased. 

The Association of Chief Police 
Officers (Acpo) wants a change in 
the law to make it simpler to prose¬ 
cute ‘drug drivers’. 

Impairment 

Acpo said penalties should be 
imposed on all drug-impaired driv¬ 
ers - not only those who fail road¬ 
side impairment tests. 

Inspector Geoff Wood from Kent 
Police agreed, saying: “Personally, I 
think it is less ambiguous and it 
would simplify the process.” 

Currently, drivers suspected of 
taking drugs are given a set of exer¬ 
cises to assess their alertness and 
coordination, called a field impair¬ 
ment test. 

If the motorist fails the test, police 
then have powers to arrest and a 
blood sample can be taken to test for 
the presence of illegal or legal drugs. 

Acpo has recommended only a 
blood test should be needed as evi¬ 
dence to prosecute drug drivers, in

the same way drunk drivers are 
breathalysed. 

One in six people killed on the 
roads are attributed to a drunk or 
drugged driver - that is approxi¬ 
mately 20 people in Kent last year. 

Figures show 22 per cent of people 
killed in road accidents in 2005 had 
illegal drugs in their systems and 
these numbers are increasing, police 
said. 

Deaths on roads due to drink or 
drug driving decreased between 
1986 and 1999 but the most recent 
figures for 2004 show this amount 


is increasing nationally. 

Kent Police was unable to provide 
county figures this week. But Insp 
Wood said: “The national trend is 
reflected in Kent. That is a lot of fam¬ 
ilies and relatives and a lot of grief - 
and they are avoidable deaths. 

“Over the last couple of years peo¬ 
ple are starting to ignore the legis¬ 
lation and are using drugs and driv¬ 
ing. This is worrying.” 

Someone driving under the influ¬ 
ence of drink or drugs is 50 times 
more likely to be involved in a fatal 
crash. 


“It is becoming more prevalent, 
whereas we have traditionally 
tested people for alcohol, we are 
now looking at the drug problem. 

‘We are looking at drugs like 
coke, cannabis and ecstasy. I 
would be disappointed if someone 
was high on heroin and driving 
but that’s not to say it couldn’t 
happen,” Insp Wood said. 

Police said 17 to 25-year-old 
men are most likely to get high 
and take to the roads. 

A national survey of clubbers 
showed a worrying 81 per cent 
had driven after using recreation¬ 
al drugs, such as ecstasy or 
cocaine. 


Insp Wood said police in Kent 
were tackling the rise in drug 
drivers by testing more motorists 
and educating young people about 
the dangers as part of the Safer 
Summer campaign. 

First time drug drivers face los¬ 
ing their licence for a year and 
fines of up to £5,000. 

“They could lose their job, they 
are certainly going to lose their 
licence and all through one risk 
too many. Think of the conse¬ 
quences,” Insp Wood urged.

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‘We need more 
funding to fight’ 


THE MOST senior Army officer in Kent has 
called for more funding to buy badly needed 
vehicles and helicopters to back up soldiers 
in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Brigadier James Plastow, commanding offi¬ 
cer of 2 Infantry Brigade, explained the pres¬ 
sures on British troops in a speech at Dover 
Castle. 

The brigadier, who is in charge of all Army 
units based in Kent, Surrey and Sussex, com¬ 
pared the British defence budget 
unfavourably to America’s. 

Calling on people to lobby their MPs for 
more cash, he said: “The American army is 
the only other army in the world making the 
sort of commitment that your army is mak¬ 
ing to the fight against terrorism. 

“Its budget has doubled since 2003. Your 
defence budget has barely kept pace with 
inflation. An interesting thought.” 

Brig Plastow said that it was important 
Iraqi security forces took control of the coun¬ 


try as soon as possible because the Army was 
stretched around the world. 

“The engine is running pretty hot,” he said. 
“Over time the Army will get tired and it will 
lose some of its inherent flexibility. And that 
is one of the reasons why we are so keen for 
the Iraqi security forces to take up the strain 
to allow us to be relieved of that commit¬ 
ment.” 

The officer said that soldiers’ equipment 
was now at a good enough standard, but they 
lacked the right amount of vehicles, helicop¬ 
ters and “larger stuff’. 

He said: “It is only now that we are starting 
to see the right mix of vehicles in Iraq and 
Afghanistan and there is plenty more still to 
do. 

“So have we got all the vehicles and air 
assets we need to do the job? No, there is still 
a lot to do but it is a massive task. Are we 
buying the right kit with the money provid¬ 
ed? Yes - we just need more money.”

THE FIERCE ground war 
being waged in southern 
Afghanistan is the subject 
of a new photographic exhi¬ 
bition. 

Helmand: The Soldiers’ Story has 
been created by soldiers of 16 Air 
Assault Brigade, including troops 
from Kent. 

The exhibition, which opened on 
Friday at the National Army 
Museum, tells the story of their expe¬ 
riences fighting in Afghanistan’s 
troubled Helmand Province. 

More than 150 soldiers from the 
brigade gave written and oral 
accounts of their experiences, photo¬ 
graphs, footage, personal diaries, let¬ 
ters and emails. 

Troops 

They contributed personal objects 
from the tour, ranging from calendars 
recording ‘contacts’ with the enemy, 
mugs made from mortar bomb pack¬ 
aging and pieces of shrapnel kept as 
mementoes of war wounds. 

Troops from the 1st Battalion 
Royal Gurkha Rifles, based at 
Shomcliffe, Folkestone, were among 
those who fought as part of 16 Air 
Assault Brigade. They returned to 
their Kent barracks last October 
after surviving the most ferocious 
combat in the famous regiment’s his¬ 
tory since the end of World War Two. 

The new exhibition features recre¬ 
ations of the environments in which 
soldiers live, work and fight in 
Helmand Province. Visitors can 
explore an accommodation tent in 
Camp Bastion, the main British 
Army base in the area, an impro¬ 
vised medical outpost and sand-

bagged ‘sangar’ positions. 

To make sure they are authentic, 
soldiers from the Royal Engineers, 
Royal Logistics Corps, and Royal 
Irish Regiment built them all. 


The exhibition is thought to be the 
first to explain a conflict while it con¬ 
tinues to unfold and soldiers are due 
to give the museum weekly updates 
when they return to Afghanistan in 
the spring. 

Exhibition leader Jo Woolley said: 
‘We’ve used soldiers’ accounts to fill 
the exhibition panels, because their 
own, intensely graphic, descriptions 
communicate their experiences in a 
way that we never could.” 

None of the Royal Gurkha Rifles’ 
110 troops sent on a six-month tour 
of Helmand last year were killed or 
badly injured. On their return last 
October, their commander, Major 
Dan Rex, told Kent on Sunday that 
the Army had given the Taliban a 
“bloody nose”. 

Defence Secretary Des Browne 
announced last month that Kent- 
based Gurkhas are heading out to 
Afghanistan again this October. 

They will be deployed as part of 52 
Infantry Brigade, a relief force 
replacing 12 Mechanised Brigade. 

Mr Browne said there would be 
7,800 British servicemen in 
Afghanistan by the end of the year. 

Royal Engineers from 36 Engineer 
Regiment in Maidstone are being 
deployed in Afghanistan from next 
month for six months, to be followed 
in March 2008 by the Argyll and 
Sutherland Highlanders, 5th 
Battalion The Royal Regiment of 
Scotland, based in Canterbury. 

Gurkhas who were based at 
Shomcliffe before being moved out to 
Bmnei last year are also going to 
Afghanistan from next month.

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Battling to help relatives of veterans 


A FORMER Army colonel is the 
new head of the Kent branch of a 
national charity that supports cur¬ 
rent and former servicemen and 
their families. 

Col Jo Gunnell OBE became 
chairman of the Soldiers, Sailors, 
Airmen and Families Association, 
Kent branch, on Wednesday. 

The 61-year-old father-of-two, 
who lives in Sandwich, was brought 
up in New Romney and went to 
school in Tonbridge before joining 
the Army in 1964. He joined the 
Royal Regiment of Fusiliers and 
retired in 1995, having served in 
Cyprus, Gibraltar, Northern 


Ireland, Germany, Zimbabwe and 
Saudi Arabia in the first Gulf War. 

With five garrison towns - 
Canterbury, Chatham, Dover, 
Folkestone and Maidstone - the 
Kent branch of SSAFA-Forces Help 
is one of the charity’s largest. 

It helps about 1,600 people in the 
county each year, spending more 
than £300,000 on them. 

Col Gunnell said: “Anyone who 
served in the armed forced or the 
Merchant Navy even for one day is 
entitled to our support.” 

The Lord Lieutenant of Kent, 
Allan Willett CMG, president of 
SSAFA Kent said: “Jo will enable 


SSAFA and the Army Welfare 
Service to provide a seamless serv¬ 
ice to soldiers and their families.” 

The SSAFA had to fight to open a 
centre in the South East this week 
where relatives of injured veterans 
can stay. Local residents objected to 
the plans for the house, near the 
Defence Medical Rehabilitation 
Centre at Headley Court in Surrey. 

Sue Norton, wife of Iraq war hero 
Captain Peter Norton, who grew up 
in Margate, said: “I really don’t 
understand why people object at all. 

“Everyone owes a debt of gratitude 
not just to servicemen, but to their 
families, who are often forgotten.”

■ SOLDIERS are being sent into combat zones for too long, putting them 
at risk of developing psychological problems. 

The British Medical Journal reported the results of a study of 5,500 regu¬ 
lar troops in Iraq and Afghanistan which found a fifth were on tour longer 
than recommended, increasing chance of post-traumatic stress disorder. 

Professor Roberto Rona, of King’s College London, said: “The prevalence 
of all psychological symptoms was higher among those deployed for 13 
months or more.” 

In response, the Government said most soldiers were only deployed for a 
maximum of six or seven months.

TOWN halls that have changed from fortnightly to week¬ 
ly rubbish collections have rejected new guidance from a 
Government-backed body that they should switch back. 


The Waste and Resources Action 
Programme (Wrap) has warned 
councils: “Some residents view less 
frequent collections of food waste 
negatively and have concerns about 
possible risks to public health from 
odours and the attraction of vermin ” 
It has told local authorities that 
are thinking of introducing fort¬ 
nightly schemes that they should 
“collect food waste separately and 
weekly’. 

The quango advises councils on 
rubbish and recycling, on behalf of 
the Department for Environment 
and Rural Affairs. 

But town halls in Kent that have 
already made the switch to weekly 
pick-ups say they have no regrets 
and plan to defy the new guidance. 

Corin Taylor, spokesman for the 
TaxPayers’ Alliance, told Kent on 
Sunday: “Fortnightly bin collections 
were always a bad idea, and so it’s 
good to see the Government retreat¬ 
ing on its earlier advice to councils. 

“But millions of pounds of tax¬ 
payers’ money has yet again been 
wasted and it’s quite shocking to 
see how unconcerned councils are.” 

However, Cllr Jennifer Samper, 
Canterbury City Council’s portfolio 
holder for environment, said: ‘We 
do not regret the decision to change 
the way we collect refuse: domestic 
waste one week, recycling the next. 

“Residents in the district have 
embraced the system and are not 
telling us they want it to change.” 

She said the system was intro-

duced more than 18 months ago 
and the district’s recycling rate is 
now at 46 per cent and rising, 
reducing the amount of waste 
taken to landfill. 

Swale Borough Council is in the 
middle of introducing a twin-bin 
system for alternate collections. 

Cllr John Disney, portfolio holder 
for environment at the council, said: 
‘We certainly do not regret moving 
to the new system and look forward 
to increasing to 35 per cent of waste 
going to be recycled, in line with offi¬ 
cial guidance from the Government.” 

Landfill 

He added: ‘We believe that if res¬ 
idents follow our guidance to bag 
perishable waste before placing it 
in the green bin and ensuring that 
they keep the lid closed, they will 
not have any problems.” 

Shepway District Council brought 
in alternate pick-ups in July 2005, 
which means a weekly collection of 
paper, card, tins, cans, plastic bottles 
and glass, while landfill waste is 
removed every two weeks. 

An astonishing 94 per cent of res¬ 
idents in Dartford recently voted 
against plans to switch to fort¬ 
nightly pick-ups. More than 10,000 
people in Dartford took part in the 
council’s Big Bin Vote. 

The other local authorities in the

county who already have alternate 
collections are Thanet District 
Council, Tunbridge Wells Borough 
Council and Tonbridge and Mailing 
Borough Council. 

However, of Thanet council’s 
60,000 properties, 25,000 have fort¬ 
nightly pick-ups and the other 
35,000 still have weekly black bin 
bag collections. 

Although it has switched to fort¬ 
nightly collections, Tonbridge council 
still takes food waste each week. 
Tunbridge Wells alternates collec¬ 
tions of its green and brown bins, but 
says food waste can be put in either.

People must want to 
recycle,, not be told to

IT’S been a good week 
for people power in 
Dartford. 

Dartford Council made a little 
bit of history when we became the 
first local authority in the country 
to hold a borough-wide referen¬ 
dum on the future of weekly 
household waste collections. The 
result of our Big Bin Vote could 
hardly have been clearer. A mas¬ 
sive 94 per cent of residents voted 
to keep a weekly collection and a 
vast majority admitted that they 
simply don’t believe official reas¬ 
surances that fortnightly collec¬ 
tions are safe, clean or hygienic. 

While I am gobsmacked that 
nearly ten and a half thousand 
local people took the trouble to 
take part in our local vote I am 
not in the least surprised by the 
final result. There’s a huge 
amount of wisdom and common- 
sense in our communities and if 
our referendum proved any¬ 
thing it is that if politicians stop 
talking and start listening it is 
remarkably easy to make better 
decisions. Dartford people took a 
clear decision that helped my 
colleagues and I safeguard 
weekly waste collection and pro¬ 
vide an improved recycling serv¬ 
ice. What’s more, I’m pretty sure 
that our recycling programme 
will be met with much more 



enthusiasm because residents 
have designed it themselves. 

One of the great things to 
emerge from our vote is clear 
evidence that a majority of local 
households desperately want to 
recycle more but need better 
advice and services to help them 
do it. The vote suggests that 
ministers may have scored an 
own-goal by treating residents 
like disobedient children who 
respond only to rules and pun¬ 
ishments when treating us all 
like adults would bring much 
better results. Dartford people 
have shown that encouraging 
households to recycle is like 
pushing at an open door and all 
this interfering nonsense about 
fines, sanctions, snoopers and 
taxes could actually be setting 
back the cause of waste reduc¬ 
tion for a generation. Take 
Newquay for example where 
residents have been threatened 
with a £75 fine if they don’t put 
blankets over their bin bags to 
deter seagulls. ‘Jobsworth’ reac¬ 
tions like this simply deter peo¬ 
ple from recycling. 

Here in Dartford, we simply 
don’t believe that bullying, fines 
or cutting back on waste collec¬ 
tions are the best way to encour¬ 
age households to become good 
recyclers. Getting the whole 
family to think twice about what

they throw away means winning 
the battle of ‘hearts and minds’ 
rather than imposing penalties. If 
we are seriously going to slow 
down our harmful levels of con¬ 
sumption then we need to take 
sensible green steps all the time - 
not just when the council’s watch¬ 
ing. I want our residents to recy¬ 
cle because they want to recycle 
not because they are forced to and 
that’s why you won’t find 
Dartford Council creeping around 
installing spy chips or snooping in 
people’s bins. Instead we’ll be 
informing people about their 
choices and delivering the servic¬ 
es they need to help them. As a 


council leader I trust most people 
to strike a healthy balance 
between what’s right for the envi¬ 
ronment and right for their 
lifestyles. 

It seems to me that if we 
encourage rather than bully our 
neighbourhoods to improve their 
recycling, the wantonly wasteful 
households will soon stand out 
like a sore thumb. And if anyone 
ought to be facing higher bills 
then surely it’s the tiny number of 
deliberately wasteful households 
and not the huge majority of ordi¬ 
nary decent families who are try¬ 
ing hard to do their bit for a 
greener future.

Lennon’s glasses ‘sold for £lm’ 


A PAIR of sunglasses that once belonged to 
John Lennon have been sold in an internet 
auction. 

The gold-rimmed glasses were sold by 
music memorabilia website 991.com, which 
is based in Meopham. 

Lennon wore them during The Beatles’ tour 
of Japan in 1966 - at the height of the band’s 
fame - and gave them to his interpreter 
Junishi Yore after the final concert in Tokyo. 

Yore removed the lenses after Lennon was 


shot dead in 1980 because of his supersti¬ 
tious beliefs. 

The glasses were expected to go for £1 mil¬ 
lion, but the sale price was not revealed. 

John Warner, sales and marketing director 
of 991.com, said: “We can’t reveal the figure 
because of a confidentiality agreement with 
the buyer.” 

A British Beatles fan reportedly bought the 
glasses and intends to lend them to a muse¬ 
um in Liverpool next year. 


Plane bomber’s 
freedom hopes 

SHOEBOMBER Richard Reid has written to 
his family in Britain saying he hopes to be 
freed from jail in America soon. 

The 33-year-old, born in Bromley, is serving 
a 110-year sentence for attempting to blow up 
a transatlantic airliner in December, 2001. 

An air hostess spotted him trying to light a 
fuse attached to explosives hidden in his shoes. 

In a letter to his relatives he wrote: “I had a 
couple of good dreams about my situation 
changing for the better in the not too distant 
future so this is a blessing from Allah. 

“I place my trust in Allah that he will bring 
that into fruition and ask him to give me 
patience until the time when that occurs.” 

He told his father Robin, who is a recovering 
drug addict, to convert to Islam. 

“Hopefully my advice was well received and 
if you didn’t start praying yet, I’d ask you to re¬ 
read the two letters I wrote earlier this year on 
that subject and to reflect on your situation. 

“As long as we strive to follow the laws which 
he has laid down for us then everything which 
occurs in this life contains some good for us.”

A COLT left alone in a field with a 
maggot-infested gaping wound is 
just one example of the rising num¬ 
ber of cruelty cases against horses 
and ponies. 

In the South East, incidents of equine neg¬ 
lect have risen by more than 30 per cent in the 
last year, the RSPCA said. 

Nationally, investigations into the mistreat¬ 
ment of all animals have risen by 10.5 per cent 
and the Animal Welfare Act 2006 has meant 
the animal charity’s inspectors are now able to 
intervene and prevent suffering before it 
begins. 

Equine 

Ian Muttitt, an inspector working in North 
Kent, has a degree in equine management and 
has witnessed some shocking cases of cruelty 
against horses. 

He was unsure why there had been a rise in 
the mistreatment of the sensitive creatures, 
saying: “I really cannot put my finger on it. A 
great number of people feel they are experts 
when it comes to horses. But they will not 
accept advice from anyone that they are doing 
it wrong. 

“There is a lack of knowledge about general 
horse care. They get injured, fight with each 
other and get kicked. And for a big animal they 
are quite fragile.” 

Mr Muttitt told Kent on Sunday of some 
horrifying examples of horse cruelty in the 
county. One case involved a two-and-a-half- 
year-old colt he found on the Dartford 
Marshes, tethered to a tree with no food or 
water. 

“He had an injury I could fit the whole of my 
hand in on his chest, maggots were festering in 
it - he would not have survived more than 
another 24 hours,” he said. 

He cited that as the worst case he had seen 
in the last year. The owner could not be traced,

but luckily the young stallion found a caring 
home with a veterinary nurse. 

Horses are prone to difficulties when foal¬ 
ing and most caring owners would have a 
pregnant mare stabled, checking on her reg¬ 
ularly, Mr Muttitt said. 

But the inspector found a mare in agony 
after she had given birth. Her uterus and 
womb lining had come away with the foal - 
she had to be destroyed by a vet. 

“This is what happens when horses are just 
left out to their own devices,” he said. 

Tethering, a traditional method often used 
by travellers where the animal is fastened to 


a post or the ground, can cause many prob¬ 
lems for horses. These can include the lead 
getting snagged around the horse’s neck or 
tangled around its legs. 

Mr Muttitt said: “The RSPCA is never 
going to agree with tethering but we work 
very closely with the community to get the 
best position for tethering.” 

Statistics for Kent showed the amount of 
cases reported were down by 25 in the west 
of the county but up by seven in the east.

■ CONCERNS have been raised over the 
large amount of poisonous weeds grow¬ 
ing alongside two of Kent’s major roads. 

Ragwort poses a lethal threat to animals 
including horses, donkeys and cattle. 

Under the Ragwort Control Act 2003, local 
authorities and the Highways Agency are 
required by law to manage it. 

It is controlled by spraying a chemical on the 
plant, which stops the ragwort seeding and 
becoming dangerous. 

Reports of the weed’s bright yellow flowers 
thriving on verges beside the A20 and M20 
were put to the Highways Agency. 

Spokeswoman Kate Woods said both 
stretches of the road had been treated with 
herbicides. 

A KoS reader saw a great deal of the pretty 
but poisonous weed growing on the verges of 
the A20 between Smeeth and junction 10 of the 
M20. The agency said the area was classified 
as high-risk and treated four weeks ago.

Where trees that are growing in people’s gardens 
hang over onto the road or pavement, the owner 
has a responsibility to look after the trees and it 
is recommended that they have them checked 
regularly by a professional. 

If you are concerned that a tree is a danger to road 
users, please call us on 08458 247 800 . 


Kent Highway Services is responsible for ensuring the 
county’s roads and pavements are safe for all users. 
Whilst we carry out regular scheduled safety 
inspections to identify areas needing attention, 
defects or damage can occur at any time, so an 
important aspect of delivering our service is reacting 
to reports from the public. 

In order to speed up our process, we have recently 
undertaken a pilot project in Dover, Thanet and 
Canterbury. This has helped us to streamline our 
procedures and test an alternative approach to 
managing reports of potentially dangerous defects by 
removing the need for a highway inspector to see the 
fault before it can be repaired. 

While not high in numbers, reacting to reports of 
dangerous defects significantly disrupts us carrying 
out planned work on Kent’s roads and pavements. So, 
during the pilot, when we received a report from the 
public that appeared to require an urgent response, 
the job was allocated to a special work unit called the 
‘Flying Fixers’ team. 


Once the defect was reported and assessed for the 
urgency of response required, the team was able to 
respond to urgent reports quickly and where possible, 
make defects safe. Where this was not possible, they 
were able to take appropriate action to make the area 
safe until such time as the work could be carried out. 
The type of work undertaken by the ‘Flying Fixers’ 
team included inspecting potentially dangerous 
potholes, raised paving slabs and removing 
vegetation obscuring signs or posing a safety risk. 

The pilot has proved to be a great success and the 
‘Flying Fixers’ will be available across the whole of 
the county in the coming months. However, we still 
encourage members of the public to let us know of 
any defects they come across on the roads and 
pavements, by calling 08458 247 800 or reporting the 
fault online at www.kent.gov.uk/highways. Please give 
us as much information about the fault as possible, 
so we can assess the risk that the fault presents, 
assess its priority and deal with it accordingly. 


Our roads would be pretty drab without a touch of 
greenery to enhance the local environment and help 
define the character of many areas of Kent. 

Kent Highway Services looks after all the trees on its 
land, which are generally those trees growing in the 
pavement or the highway verge. We employ a team 
of tree specialists who patrol over 2,000km of roads 
annually, inspecting the trees to ensure they are safe 
for all highway users. The team checks for safety 
issues like fallen branches and diseased or damaged 
trees and also looks out for foliage which might 
obscure signs, drivers’ vision or obstruct vehicles. 
We deal with safety issues as quickly as possible and 
replacement planting is considered when trees have 
to be removed. 


Don’t enter the drink drive lottery 


It’s tempting to have just ‘one for the road’ but if you choose to 
gamble you run the risk of losing. We all know the ‘don’t drink 
and drive’ message, but have you ever thought you could still 
be over the drink drive limit the next morning? 

Forget the myths about black coffee, fresh air or a cold shower, 
the only thing that has a positive effect on the breakdown of 
alcohol is time. The body takes at least an hour to process one 
unit of alcohol. A pint of normal strength ( 4 %) lager or beer will 
take over two hours to process and a large glass of wine, three 
hours. So a long drinking session the night before can easily 
put you over the limit the next morning. 

Kent Highway Services are working with Kent Police to enforce 
their current ‘drink driving’ strategy. The Police have the powers 
to breath test anyone committing a traffic offence and will test 
everyone involved in a crash. This has led to an increase in the 
number of drivers found to be over the drink drive limit in the 
mornings. 

We would advise anyone who has been drinking heavily on a 
night out, to find an alternative to driving if they have to travel 
the next morning. It may seem inconvenient but the alternative 
could be taxis and public transport for 12 months, following a 
driving ban.

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When stealing fish got you 
transported to Australia

MORE than 160,000 British con¬ 
victs were shipped off to Australia 
during the 18th and 19th centuries. 

The vast majority - 83 per cent - were males 
aged between 15 and 30-years-old. But only 
two per cent of convicts had committed serious 
crimes such as murder or assault. 

The rest had been found guilty of minor 
crimes such as larceny burglary or ‘theft of 
animal or fowl’. 

Deportees 

Nearly 3,500 of the convicts were from Kent 

- more than most other English counties. 

For the first time, the most comprehensive 

collection of convict transportation records - 
the Convict Transportation Registers: 1788- 
1868 - has been put on the internet. 

It includes most of the 163,021 convicts, 
3,451 of them from Kent, transported to 
Australia. 

And the website that has made the records 
available claims more than two million Britons 

- one in 30 - are directly descended from the 
deportees. 



Australia was first settled in 1788 when the 
British established a penal colony at 
Port Jackson, Sydney Bay, with accu¬ 
rate records of all convicts kept 
from that date. 

Convict deportation reached a 
peak in 1833 when 36 ships 
transported nearly 7,000 con¬ 
victs to the colonial outpost. 

The journey to Australia 
took an epic eight months - 
six at sea and two in ports 
for supplies and repairs. 

The www.ancestry.co.uk 
collection - the originals of 
which are held at the 
National Archives in Kew, 

London - shows each con¬ 
vict’s date and place of con¬ 
viction, sentence, name of 
ship, departure date and 
colony to which they were sent. 

Some records show their occu¬ 
pation, marital status, religion 
and the date on which they were 
eventually set free. Many, however, 
don’t actually show their crime. 

Notable convicts who are listed 
include Red Kelly, the father of CRIMINAL 


Ned Kelly, Australia’s most 


Outlaw 


famous bushranger. An Irishman, Red was 
sentenced to seven years for stealing 
two pigs and was sent to Tasmania. 
Upon release, Red settled in 
Victoria, married and in 1855 
had a son, Edward (aka Ned) 
who became a folk hero for his 
defiance of the colonial 
authorities. Ned Kelly was 
hanged at Melbourne Gaol 
in 1880. 

Elizabeth Thackery, the 
first female convict to set 
foot in the country, was 
sentenced to seven years 
for the theft of five hand¬ 
kerchiefs and sent in 1811 
on the first fleet. She set¬ 
tled in Tasmania, living to 
the age of 93. 

Among the many Kent con¬ 
victs was John McCormick, 
who was 14 when he was trans¬ 
ported to New South Wales in 
1834 on the ship Hemy Tanner. 
His occupation was “errand boy”. 

A year later, another 14-year-old, 
“farmer’s boy” Charles Thomas, 
FOLK HERO: also headed to New South Wales 
Ned Kelly on the Lad ^ Nu ^ ent - 


Elizabeth Bird, who was found guilty at a 
trial in Maidstone, was sent to New South 
Wales in 1788. She was thought to have been 
born in 1742. 

John Issard, a soldier from Bromley, was 
transported on the Caledonia in 1838. 

None of their crimes are shown. Some of the 
more colourful crimes that are listed in the col¬ 
lection include: stealing fish from a pond or 
river, embezzling Naval stores, receiving or buy¬ 
ing stolen goods, setting fire to underwood and 
petty larcenies or thefts, under one shilling. 

Convicts 

Simon Ziviani, spokesman for www.ances- 
try.co.uk, said Kent probably had more entries 
than most counties because its boundaries 
meant it covered a larger area than today. 

The Australian told KoS conditions on trans¬ 
portation ships were hard, but nothing com¬ 
pared to their barren, hot destination. 

“Australians now have a new-found respect for 
convicts because they rose to the challenge and 
must have been a pretty sturdy bunch.” 

Their survival is perhaps even more amaz¬ 
ing considering three quarters of the convicts 
worked in unskilled professions.

A fireworks display will round 
off events on Saturday. 


All bikes lead to Rome 


A GROUP of cyclists will pedal 
1,200 miles from Canterbury to 
Rome in aid of the city’s crum¬ 
bling cathedral. 

The riders will follow a histor¬ 
ical route dating from the 10th 
century called the Via 
Francigena. 

Cyclists of all ages from 17 to 
65-years-old are taking part in 


the epic ride, which includes a 
20-mile hill climb of more 8,000 
ft over the Alps via the Grand St 
Bernard Pass. 

The group of 27 leave on 
Friday and hope to arrive in 
Rome 16 days later. 

The team hope to raise more 
than £100,000 for the Save 
Canterbury Cathedral Appeal.

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Hitmen jailed for life 
for gangster murder

TWO underworld assassins have 
been given life sentences for gun¬ 
ning down a career criminal 
linked to the Brinks Mat robbery. 

George Francis, from Beckenham, was shot 
dead near the entrance to the courier busi¬ 
ness he owned in south London. 

Alerted by the sounds of gunfire, local resi¬ 
dents found his body hanging out of his dark- 
green Rover 75. 

Killed 

Francis was killed after he tried to collect a 
£70,000 debt from a business contact, Harry 
Richardson, the Old Bailey heard. 

He had arrived at the premises at 4.45am 
on May 14,2003 after being called to a meet¬ 
ing for 6am. 

Francis opened the gates to the yard, but 
as he returned to his car to collect a newspa¬ 
per, he was shot four times, in the face, back, 
arm and finger. 

John Joseph O’Flynn, 53, of Hertfordshire, 
and Terrence Conaghan, 54, from Glasgow, 
were each jailed for life on Friday and told 
they will serve a minimum of 20 years.

bullet, the same as the type used to kill 
Francis, was also found nearby. 

Mr Richardson, 59, from Orpington, was 
cleared of ordering Francis’ killing. 

During the trial, Francis’ wife, Irene, said 
he was “no angel”. Prosecutor Victor Temple 
QC said he was a “career criminal”. 

Francis was the ninth man linked to the 
£26 million Brinks Mat robbery in 1983 to be 
killed, having survived a shooting in 1985 at 
the pub he owned in the Kent countryside. 

In 1981, Francis was cleared of being 


involved in a £2.5 million smuggling opera¬ 
tion during which a customs officer was shot. 

His pub, the Henry VIII, near Hever Castle 
is reputed to have been where the Brinks 
Mat heist was planned, and he was ques¬ 
tioned by police over handling the gold. 

Later, he bought a large house with a swim¬ 
ming pool in Pratt’s Bottom, near Orpington. 

Two of the Great Train Robbers, Buster 
Edwards and Charlie Wilson, were at his 
daughter’s wedding reception in 1984. 

In May 1985, a gunman wearing a black 
hood walked into the Henry VIII and shot 
Francis at close range. He survived following 
surgery to remove a bullet from his shoulder. 

At the time, it was speculated that the 
shooting was linked to the fallout from the 
Brinks Mat robbery. 

In 1990, he was sentenced to 16 years in 
jail for smuggling £1 million of cocaine into 
Ramsgate Harbour, on a private yacht. 

Police said his murder “bore all the hall¬ 
marks of a contract killing”. 

Detective Superintendent Stuart Cundy 
said: “It was a callous act on George who 
believed he was attending a meeting, but in 
fact had been lured to his death. 

“All have endeavoured to thwart police 
inquiries at every turn.”

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Universities’ mixed results 


UKC beats red-bricks of Leeds and Liverpool in league table

UNIVERSITIES in Kent have 
enjoyed varying success in a new 
league table. 

The University of Kent did best, coming 36th 
out of 113 higher education institutions in the 
online UK University Guide. 

It beat more established, redbrick universi¬ 
ties like Leeds and Liverpool, both of which 
have tougher entry standards. 

Canterbury Christ Church University came 
85th - an impressive achievement considering 


it only became a university in 2005. 

However, Greenwich University, which has a 
campus in Medway, did less well. It finished 
second to bottom in the league table, which 
was compiled by London publisher, Constable 
& Robinson. 

A University of Greenwich of spokesman 
dismissed its low position. 

Top tier 

“Students at Greenwich can be confident of 
an excellent education,” he said. 

“The university has been successfully audit¬ 
ed by the standards watchdog for higher edu¬ 
cation, the Quality Assurance Agency; our stu¬ 
dents declared themselves satisfied in the 
National Student Survey, and professional 


bodies accredit all relevant courses.” 

The league table was published three weeks 
before the release of A-level results. 

Researchers took into account issues such as 
students’ feelings, staff-student ratios, library 
and computing spends, honours results and 
graduate prospects. Cambridge came top and 
Oxford second. 

A spokesman for the University of Kent 
said: ‘We are pleased to be in the top tier of UK 
universities. 

“The most recent National Student Survey 
also reinforced Kent’s position for the second 
year at the top of the rankings in South East 
England and again in the top 30 nationally.” 

And a spokeswoman for Canterbury Christ 
Church University said: (t We score well in 


three of the nine measures in the good univer¬ 
sity guide - student satisfaction, the propor¬ 
tion of students leaving for graduate jobs or 
further study and drop-out rates.” 

Excellence 

She said the proportion of students leaving 
for graduate jobs or undertaking further 
study is 98 per cent, compared to the national 
average of 93 per cent national average, but 
the figure was published too late for the 
league. 

The guide looked at research excellence, 
rather than quality of teaching, she added. 
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Safety message

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Author is proof 
crime does pay

A TALE beginning with a grue¬ 
some discovery reveals the seedy 
and salacious world of horseracing 
in Victorian England. 

The Iron Horse by Edward Marston, a 
Kent-based crime writer, follows a trail of 
corruption surrounding the 1854 Derby at 
Epsom Downs. 

It is the fourth novel in the Inspector 
Robert Colbeck series, detailing the police¬ 
man’s adventures as he investigates serious 
crime on the railways. 

Mr Marston, 67, who has written 40 crime 
novels, said the inspiration for this latest 
book was William Powell Frith’s 1858 paint¬ 
ing Derby Day. 

He said “The painting shows the complexi¬ 
ty of the people who were there, from lords 
and ladies to confidence men, pick-pockets, 
and prostitutes. It has a wonderful cast of 
characters and it shows a swell of human 
activity. The Derby was a very special event.” 

With such a wide scope of possible charac¬ 
ters, the former history lecturer, who spe¬ 
cialised in the Victorian era, then began to 
weave a plot around the colourful scene. 

The action begins with the discovery of a 
human head found in a hatbox in a train at

the “archetypal railway town” Crewe. 

Inspector Colbeck is called and traces the 
origins of the box to Ireland where the hero 
and love interest Madeleine Andrews 
become embroiled in a plot surrounding 
three horses tipped as Derby winners. 


“There were no women detectives in the 
19th century, the relationship between 
Colbeck and his lady friend Madeleine need¬ 
ed her involved in the investigation. She can 
do things a man could not do, talk to women 
and go places a man could not. She is an 
unofficial detective,” he said. 

The Oxford graduate, who lives in 
Bossingham near Canterbury, told how 
researching the lifestyle of the Victorians 
was made easier because the major art form 
at the time was the novel. 

Murderer 

Looking to writers such as Dickens and 
Trollope, he gained insights into the work¬ 
ings of their contemporary society. And he 
said newspapers from the time “gave a won¬ 
derful sense of what it was like”. 

As for railways, they are the “defining phe¬ 
nomena of Victorian England”. 

There was an immense network across the 
country but it was disorganised with differ¬ 
ent companies competing with each other, he 
said. 

Asked what themes the novel raises, he 
said: “The way that railways transformed 
society.” 

Train travel opened up the country to peo¬ 
ple of all classes introducing the idea of 
leisure trips to the seaside. 

His interest in crime stems from growing 
up near the Cardiff docks, witnessing first 


hand petty offences and his next-door neigh¬ 
bour who was “in and out of prison all the 
time”, he said. 

While lecturing in the Midlands in the 
1960s Mr Marston spent his evening teach¬ 
ing at Birmingham’s Winsen Green Prison. 

He learnt a lot: “It was a group of mostly 
thieves, a couple of armed robbers and one 
murderer, who was actually a really nice 
man and the most harmless.” 

His next work due for release is a non-fic¬ 
tion study of the infamous serial killer John 
Christie.

AS SHOWS go, it was among 
the very best. We knew the choir 
had a good reputation, but the 
performance surpassed every 
expectation. 

And, at the end of the concert, there was a 
standing ovation for these incredible young 
people from the Milton Margai School for 
the Blind. 

It all began two and a half hours earlier at 
7pm on a sunny late July evening when the 
doors to Canterbury Cathedral were opened 
and a long procession of people, who had 
been queuing outside, snaked in and filled 
the nave of the cathedral. 

By 7.30pm, everyone was seated. The 
Dean of the Cathedral, the Very Reverend 
Robert Willis, said a few words of welcome 
before the Right Reverend Stephen Venner, 
the Bishop of Dover and Canterbury, rose to 
address the audience. 

He told them how he had learnt about a 
village called Kent in Sierra Leone after 
reading about it in Kent on Sunday. 

He paid tribute to our successful cam¬ 
paign to send books to the village, and he 
spoke of the friendship that has grown 
between the people of Kent, in England, and 
the people of Sierra Leone. 

This friendship is based on sharing, he 
said. And on Monday evening at 
Canterbury Cathedral, the young members 
of the Sierra Leone blind school - twinned 
with Dorton House School for the Blind in 
Sevenoaks - would be sharing their won¬ 
derful voices with us. 

Drums 

First, there was silence. Then a chorus 
began, from behind the stage. A banging of 
drums followed. And the choristers filed out 
from the side, led by Barbara Davidson MBE, 
each member holding the shoulder of the one 
in front as they took their places on the stage. 

They were dressed in brightly-patterned 
traditional clothing, the women with head¬ 
dresses; men with long shirts. 

Then began a musical journey, taking the 
audience on an unforgettable trip through 
the history, past and present, of Sierra Leone. 

They sang with joy, passion and energy. You 
could tell they were enjoying themselves. 
Accompanied by the school’s talented compos¬ 
er Alie Conteh on keyboards, and drummers 
and percussionists, each song was met with 
rapturous applause from the audience. 

Their repertoire ranged from traditional, 
indigenous Sierra Leonean music, with 
songs from different tribes, to what we 
would call world music, to contemporary 
songs given a unique spin, such as Boney 
M’s Brown Girl in the Ring. 

Halfway through, four drummers called 
The Rhythmics, came to the front of the 
stage and took seats. They stunned the audi¬ 
ence with a breath-taking display, the 
sounds of their hidebound African drums 
reverberating around the historic building. 
At times it felt like the walls were shaking. 

The concert, called Sing Freetown, told 
the story of Sierra Leone’s history, from the 
abolition of slavery to independence to civil 
war and to the restoration of peace and 
democracy. The country today is the second 
poorest in the world, but the choir sang of 
hope for the future, and how that hope lies 
with children. 

The show also included tributes to 
Ghana, which celebrated 50 years of inde-

A short interval and 15 minutes later the 
show began again with more rousing song and 
dance.

The last song was the Train Medley. This con¬ 
tained parts of famous songs the world over - 
including When the Saints Go Marching In and 
Swing Low Sweet Chariot. The audience was 
invited to stand and clap and dance. We didn’t 
need much encouragement. 

The choir formed a line and marched 
through the aisle, still singing and drum¬ 
ming, giving everyone in the audience the 
chance to see these gifted people close up. 

After they had left, looking back over the rows 
one could see hundreds of smiling faces, elated 
at having been part of something truly special. 

Canterbury Cathedral, that great stone 
building of global significance, had played 
host to something amazing on Monday, July 
30, 2007. It was a night that no one who was 
there will ever forget.

THE pupils of the Milton 
Margai School for the Blind 
are supported by a number 
of visionary adults who 
work tirelessly for a better 
future for them. 

Headmaster Albert Sandy told how 
giving the choir the chance to perform 
in the UK was a “mind-moving 
experience” for the choristers. 

“It broadens their horizons and lets 
them become aware that all things 
are not lost. 

“They are blind and come from an 
area where there is poverty some 
would have given up and thought it 
is the end,” he said. 

Although the civil war ended in 
2002, there are huge challenges still 
facing the country such as poverty, 
tribal rivalry and widespread official 
corruption.

Speaking as the choir warmed up 
for the concert, Reverend Henry 
Samuels, the chairman of the 
school’s management committee, 
said: “We are very excited as we 
have heard about Canterbury 
Cathedral for so long.” 

He said he was also looking forward 
to the choir’s visit to Hull, the 
birthplace of William Wilberforce, the 
politician who led the parliamentary 
campaign leading to the abolition of 
the slave trade in 1807. 

‘We are going to say thank you 
because 200 years ago freedom was 
given to the slaves and it is 200 years 
since Freetown was founded,” said 
Mr Samuel. 


“My grandfather was one of those 
freed from slavery who founded 
Freetown,” he said. 

Alie Conteh, the composer and 
director of music at the school, 
described the inspiration behind the 
choir’s song list. 

He said: “We have some very lively 
songs, a couple of hymns but we have 
songs about nationality and songs 
that preach love; ones which talk 
about the culture of Sierra Leone and 
Africa in general.” 

Barbara Davidson MBE, originally 
from Newcastle, has been working at 
the school for 15 years. She said the 
standing ovation and cheering at the 
finale was very special. 

She said: “You do not expect that. 
It was incredible and the kids sense 
that as well. Even after the first 
song they could sense the audience 
was so appreciative.”

Support for 
our soldiers 

NINETY years ago this week, British and 
German soldiers were locked in one of the 
most horrific battles ever seen. 

Starting on July 31, 1917, and lasting for 
100 days, Passchendaele claimed the lives of 
more than 700,000 British, Commonwealth, 
French and German soldiers. 

The heavy artillery bombardment before¬ 
hand combined with heavy rain to produce 
a nightmarish terrain of mud in which 
many men drowned. 

Lessons 

And it seems the lessons of the past have 
not been learnt. Nine decades after the “war 
to end all wars” and UK troops are bogged 
down in conflicts in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

In Iraq and Afghanistan, our brave sol¬ 
diers’ lives are again being put on the line 
by their leaders due to a lack of cash for 
vital vehicles and because their tours are 
too long. 

In a recent speech, Brigadier James 
Plastow, Kent’s most senior Army officer, 
pointed out that the already mammoth 
American defence budget has doubled since 
2003. In contrast, the British defence budg¬ 
et has barely kept pace with inflation. 

Politicians 

Our soldiers are among the best in the 
world, but even they have their breaking 
points. The politicians at Westminster need 
to start looking at how they can pay for the 
back up our boys - and girls - vitally need 
and in the long-term, an exit plan for Iraq.

Young people don’t join for the 
skills they learn but they do enjoy 
wearing with pride a badge for a 
reasonable level of skill or knowl¬ 
edge. Children are used to 
rewards at school but a sticky gold 
star does not cut the mustard 
compared with a colourful embroi¬ 
dered badge, and wearing a badge 
is not confined to pre-teens as 
even adults who have gained the 
highest award continue to wear 
the Queen’s Scout badge. 

Perhaps the Government in the 
next schools’ review should think 
about proper rewards for helping 
to make the world a better place 
as well as good schoolwork. 

While Scouting appeals to thou¬ 
sands of young people - and that 
includes girls as 15 per cent of the 
membership are female - often by 
sampling an activity, such as the 
climbing wall or the very realistic 
caving system at a major event 
such as the Kent County Show, 
there are thousands who are put 
off by the very name of Scouting. 

The “unclubbable” in society, as 
the educationalists like to put it, 
would in my experience greatly 
appreciate the challenges that 
Scouting activities offers without 
the name.

It could be you 

I was disappointed to read the accu¬ 
sation from a local retailer in your 
newspaper claiming Camelot operat¬ 
ed ‘bully boy tactics’ (KoS, July 22).

To be able to do this, we 
have to make sure that all termi¬ 
nals are sited in the best locations, 
while maintaining excellent levels 
of access for the public. 

Contrary to the accusation made 
in your article, over the last four 
years there has been a 7.4 per cent 


(£336.9 million) increase in sales 
and currently 96 per cent of the UK 
adult population live or work within 
a two mile radius of a lottery termi¬ 
nal. 

If even one of the 26,200 terminals 
in operation is underperforming, it 
means money for Good Causes is in 
effect being lost on a daily basis. 

We are working closely with the 
retailer who wrote to you to try to 
help him raise his sales above the 
minimum £1,000 a week threshold. 
The local Camelot sales representa¬ 
tive has visited the store to offer 
help and advice on ways to make 
the most of all sales opportunities. 

It is worth mentioning that aver¬ 
age weekly lottery sales for small 
independent retailers throughout 
the UK are around £2,500 - put¬ 
ting the £1,000 weekly target a 
long way below this average. 

Contrary to the claim that Camelot 
has “turned on small outlets”, inde¬ 
pendent retailers have actually been 
amongst the biggest National 
Lottery beneficiaries since its launch 
in 1994.

Road survey 

I would like to reply to the letter 
from Terry Hudson concerning the 
review of speed restrictions in Kent 
( Letters , July 29). 

First, his statement that Kent 
Highways has a programme of 
future massive speed limit reduc¬ 
tions does not reflect what was said 
in the article. There is in fact a 
review of speed limits on A and B 
roads in Kent, and there will be rec¬ 
ommendations made based on this. 

It is likely that these will contain 
those where limits should be 
increased to take into account what 
the driver perceives they should be. 

The survey is being conducted by 
ex-police drivers and not office staff, 
and they are actually driving and 
walking the specified roads on more 
than one occasion, to establish what 
they call a ‘feeling for the limits’. 

As chairman of a parish council 


and of a consortium of parish coun¬ 
cils where the pilot review is taking 
place, I have accompanied the sur¬ 
vey drivers, and can assure you that 
there are limits which have been set 
too low, and gateways which are in 
the incorrect place, but I am confi¬ 
dent that the survey will correct 
any anomalies to the benefit of pub¬ 
lic safety and driver convenience.

Animal welfare 

The government is promising a new 
strategy to minimise damage from 
floods and other extreme weather 
conditions. This must include 
preparing to protect animals. 

Throughout recent weeks, animal 
victims of the floods have barely 
warranted a mention even though 
many animals’ lives have been lost. 

Pets have drowned in their homes 
and farmed animals have suffered 
and died in fields and bams. There 
are reports of sheep drowning and 
in Herefordshire this month, 35,000 
pheasants drowned in one hour 
when a river burst its banks. 

Animals that survived still suffer. 

Cows are being locked in sheds 
for even longer periods than usual, 
or are forced to stand in sodden 
fields, increasing risk of infection. 

Extremes of weather already kill 
farmed animals every year with 
lambs dying from hypothermia and 
chickens, pigs and other animals 
dying from heat stress. 

As our climate changes and weath¬ 
er patterns become more extreme, 
animal suffering is set to increase. 

Anyone who feels anger or sad¬ 
ness over this can opt out by not 
buying or consuming animal prod¬ 
ucts. Free information and support 
is available from Animal Aid.

HOW you feel about the changes in 
Eurostar services depends on 
where you live. For people in south 
east Kent, I understand the 
disappointment that we will be 
reducing services at Ashford. 

For people in north west Kent and across 
much of South East England, the opening of 
Ebbsfleet International can only be good news. 

Population 

The completion of High Speed 1 means we 
must make a one-off structural adjustment to 
our timetable. Our research shows that two- 
thirds of our current Ashford users will have a 
journey to Ebbsfleet that is the same length or 
shorter. Ebbsfleet’s catchment population is 
more than four times that of Ashford. From 
Ebbsfleet we will operate seven trains a day to 
Paris and five to Brussels, also attracting 
many current flyers to switch to far less 
polluting rail. 

From Ashford, three trains a day to Paris, 
and one a day to Lille and Disneyland Paris. 
We will review and compare the traffic growth 
on our Paris and Brussels routes, to make sure 
we have got the balance of services right. 

Despite Ashford’s role as a rail hub, 90 per 
cent of Eurostar passengers arrive by road. We 
would like more people to access us by public 
transport, so a new deal enables free travel to 


and from our stations in Kent, on 
Southeastern trains and Fastrack buses. And 
from 2009, Ebbsfleet too will have high-speed 
domestic rail services. 

If we maintained an Ashford-Brussels 
service, we calculate that the remaining 
demand would be fewer than 15 passengers 
per train - less than half of what is 
commercially viable. Eurostar’s remit is to 
maximise its revenues. It is still a loss-making 
business. The directors’ responsibilities to our 
British, French and Belgian shareholders 
mean we cannot knowingly decide to operate a 
service that would worsen our financial 
position. 

We recognise the growth potential of both 
Ebbsfleet and Ashford, we are ready to 
continue talking with the relevant bodies, we 
hope demand will grow so we can justify more 


stops, but we are not accountable for 
regeneration. 

This is not the thin end of the wedge for 
Ashford. Five out of six current Ashford users 
will continue to have direct services. We have 
just invested £250,000 in renewing the CCTV 
system. We are about to install new check-in 
gates that enable barcode ticketing. We have 
spent £500,000 refurbishing our UK contact 
centre, which employs 300 local people. These 
are not the actions of a business about to pull 
out. 

From November, Eurostar will increase 
services in Kent by a third, from 12 to 16 
trains a day, and be supporting two 
regeneration areas. I hope everyone recognises 
and seizes the unique opportunities that are 
presented by HS1, and that are available to no 
other county in Britain. 



ON TRACK: Services will increase by a third 
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Cricket legend 
who was lost to 
the Great War

THE 90th anniversary of one of 
the bloodiest battles in history - 
during which Kent cricketing 
legend Colin Blythe lost his life - 
is being commemorated this 
week. 

In the summer of 1917 British, 
Australian and Canadian troops launched 
large-scale assaults on the heavily 
defended German positions near the 
Belgian village of Passchendaele. 

The World War One battle ended four 
months later with around 250,000 
casualties on each side. 

Poet Siegfried Sassoon called the fighting 
- in clinging mud and blinding rain with 
troops equipped with machine guns, heavy 
artillery barbed wire and gas - “hell”. 

One of those who fell in action was spin 
bowler Blythe, then aged 38, who played a 
major role in Kent’s first county 
championship won in 1906. 

The county went on to win three further 
titles in the next seven years with Blythe 
instrumental in its success. 

Unplayable 

A memorial still exists to him at the 
county ground, although his grave is near 
the Belgian town of Ypres. 

One of the greats of cricket’s golden age of 
the late 19th and early 20th centuries, 
Blythe “cultivated spin and length with ‘the 
ball that goes with the arm’ and he became 
greatly dreaded”, according to Sporting Life. 

The cricketer, who was bom in Deptford, 
first played for Kent in 1899, and in a 
stunning start took a wicket with his very 
first ball in first-class cricket. 

He took 100 wickets in his first full season 
and won a place with the MCC for a tour of 
Australia, but did not prosper. 

But back in county cricket it was a 
different story. 

One report at the time spoke of “his 
skilful flight and ability to bowl, without 
change of action, a much faster ball that 
went with his arm - that is, from off to leg 
stump instead of from leg to off. 

“On sticky or even slightly crumbled 
pitches, Blythe was almost always 
unplayable.” 

Blythe - and Kent - continued to be 
successful before the war with Germany 
which broke out in 1914. His 17 for 48 (10 
for 30, and 7 for 18) against 
Northamptonshire in a day on June 1, 
1907, still stands as the best bowling 
figures in the County Championship. 

It was also the most wickets any bowler 
has ever taken in a single day’s cricket - 
but has since equalled by Hedley Verity and 
Tom Goddard. 

In 1909, aided by many rain-affected 
pitches, Blythe took more than 200 wickets 
and at Edgbaston, captured 11 wickets to 
win the First Test against Australia for 
England. 

In his last three seasons before the war 
halted county cricket, Blythe headed the 
first-class bowling averages. 

He suffered from epilepsy yet enlisted as 
a soldier when the conflict broke out and 
soon announced he would be playing no 
more first-class cricket. 

The former Kent player was drafted into 
the King’s Own Yorkshire Light Infantry - 
whose memorial at Tyne Cot cemetery near 
Passchendaele was opened last month. 

Blythe continued to play some cricket 
but was at the battlefront when the ‘big

push’ came in August, 1917. 

Among the mud, unexploded shells, 
smashed buildings, felled trees and rotting 
corpses of the deadly strip called no man’s 
land between the opposing entrenched 
armies, a major part of his job was to lay 
duckboards so that troops could move 
without the risk of drowning in shell holes 
filled with rainwater poisoned by gas. 

On the evening of November 8 - two days 
before the battle ended - Sgt Blythe was 
behind Allied lines when the Germans 
started shelling. 

Romantic appeal 

As one burst, five men died instantly - 
among them Blythe. 

His biographer Christopher Scoble wrote: 
“The shrapnel pierced his clothes, the 
wallets in his breast pocket, the photograph 
of his waiting wife and then his body. 

“One moment he was alive. The next he 
was dead.” 

Cricket writer Neville Cardus was one 
man who kept Blythe’s memory - and 
romantic appeal - alive. 

He wrote, according to the biography, 
Lament for a Legend: “[Blythe] lost his life 
fighting for England, one of the first to join 
up. 

“A shell made by somebody who had 
never known cricket and directed by eyes 
that had never seen a Kent field, fell on 
Blythe and killed him. 

“On any of those quiet, distant, delicious 
afternoons at Canterbury, when Blythe 
bowled his gentle spin and the summer 
blossomed all around, could even the ironic 
gods have discerned the course of events 
which was to take Blythe over the seas and 
leave him there part of the foreign dust?”

Sporty CX-7 shows 
changing 4x4 tastes 


MAZDA aims to inject new life 
into the 4x4 SUV sector with 
its Mazda CX-7 sports 
‘crossover’. 

Valuation experts at CAP 
Black Book report that ‘heavy’ 
off-roaders registered three 
years ago have lost around 33 
per cent of their value over the 
last two years, compared with 
less than 25 per cent for an 
average medium-sized family 
car. 

Smaller ‘lifestyle’ SUVs 


(sports utility vehicles) or ‘soft- 
roaders’ have fared even 
worse, dropping around 35 per 
cent. 

Mazda has gone for a sexier 
and less confrontational profile 
and more driver appeal with 
the CX-7, but it will not be 
cheap to buy and run thanks to 
a £23,900 price tag and the 
sporty 257bhp 2.3-litre tur¬ 
bocharged petrol engine lifted 
from the Mazda6 MPS 4x4 
sporting saloon. 



Frontera spirit is not missed 


VAUXHALL’S belated replacement for the 
unmissed Frontera 4x4 is now with us, and 
really only has all-wheel drive in common. 

In all other respects, the swish new 
Antara is far superior to its clunky prede¬ 
cessor, axed in 2003 and well past its sell- 
by date. 

The newcomer is built alongside 
Chevrolet’s new 5-7-seat Captiva in Korea 
so there is a family resemblance, but the 
Antara is more polished inside and out 
than the Chevy. 

The Vauxhall has a sharply styled dash¬ 
board, quality plastics and switchgear plus 
alloy touches and smart, comfortable seats. 

It is also a decent drive; the chassis feels 



taut and it comers well for this high-rid¬ 
ing class, without the usual backhand of a 
choppy ride. The steering also feels 
responsive and the car has hill descent 
control for limited off-road use, 
though it will never be a 
Land Rover 

Freelander... or cost 
as much. 

Prices start at 
under £20,000 but 
that is for the 138bhp 
2.4 petrol; in real! 
nearly everyone will opt for 
the smooth and refined 2.0 148bhp 
diesel starting at £21,000. 


Hyundai shakes up Focus 


HYUNDAI is about to take on 
mainstream rivals by launching a 
Ford Focus rival - just as the 
Korean marque shows signs of 
stmggling with its answer to the 
Ford Mondeo. 

The i30 has been designed to 
European tastes and is sister to 
the impressive Kia Ceed; it won’t 
have the Kia’s seven-year warran¬ 
ty, but Hyundai’s blanket five-year 
guarantee and keen pricing should 
be enough to attract interest. 

It will launch in five-door hatch 
form, followed by an estate and 
looks far more stylish than any¬ 



thing from Hyundai in this sector 
before. 

While the i30 seems set to boost 
Hyundai sales, another model is 
selling slowly enough to prompt a 
dramatic £3,000 price cut from 
now until the end of September - 
prices for the Sonata saloon 
now start at £13,995. 

The drop will not do 
much for the Mondeo 
rival’s lowly secondhand 
values, but generous specifi¬ 
cations and the new bargain 
basement pricing will be irre¬ 
sistible for some people.

DESPITE a name standing for 
harmony, the Honda Accord is 
actually awkward to pigeonhole. 

It is too good to be lumped into the main¬ 
stream family saloon/estate market, but strug¬ 
gles for recognition alongside upmarket 
German compact executive models. 

So it sits in a sort of‘mainstream premium’ 
limbo where perhaps only the VW Passat chal¬ 
lenges it. 

Honda itself has agonised over promoting its 
unsung hero; one moment trying to pitch it 
against the likes of the BMW 3-Series and 
Audi A4, only to then change its mind and play 
up its one-off status. 

The current car was launched in 2003, but 
the muscular high shouldered sides and 
wedgy nose have kept it fresh, helped by a 
facelift last year. 

And with just three engines offered, the 
Accord range still manages to offer something 
for everyone and they each ally with one of the 
best chassis packages in the business. 

The superb 2.2 diesel - Honda’s first diesel - 
gets all the attention because it makes the 
Accord popular with company car ‘user 
choosers’ and happens to be one of the 
smoothest and liveliest in the business, while 
returning a potential average of nearly 50mpg. 

It holds its value well on the used market too 
and makes it especially hard to justify buying 
either the 2.0 or 2.4-litre petrol engines, 
though the latter will sprint from 0-62mph in 
eight seconds - 1.3 better than the oil burner 
- if you really have to be fast away from the 
lights. 

That is assuming that it is not fitted with the 
auto gearbox of our test car, which puts you 
right back with the diesel and more than 
20mpg worse off on average. 

The gearbox itself works smoothly in fully 
auto though, while a slick sequential manual 
shift offers full reign to exploit the Accord’s 
ability to charge along twisty tarmac with

verve, security and a neat flat stance and with¬ 
out rattling your fillings. 

As with so many Honda units, the engine is 
also a purring pussycat when idling around 
town or cruising the motorway, but snarls 
rewardingly when asked to perform. 

But you have to question its relevance in an 
era when fuel consumption and emissions hits 
you hard in the wallet and the conscience - 
especially when the smaller 2.0 and awesome 
diesel are such sensible buys. 

That said, the test car was a reminder of the 
Accord’s all-round strengths; the interior is fin¬ 
ished to a high quality if not arresting style 
and the controls are well arranged, with a rock 
solid feel - a bit like Honda’s reputation for 
reliability. 

Our car was also the flagship model with 


Honda’s much-vaunted ADAS (Advanced 
Driver Assistance System) and ACC (adaptive 
cruise control) plus sat-nav and voice recogni¬ 
tion - a package that adds about three grand 
to the price. 

ADAS and ACC are designed to keep you on 
the straight and narrow and out of someone’s 
boot if you are starting to feel the effects of a 
long day, but it is an expensive blind alley real¬ 
ly - if you are tired then you should simply 
pull over and take a nap rather than relying 
on some, admittedly, clever technology. 

Finally, I was reminded that the Accord is 
not the roomiest cars in its class and Honda 
probably slipped up by not including a hatch¬ 
back this time around, but if you need more 
load space, the Tourer (estate) is one of the 
best ‘wagons’ around.

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VW thought it pulled off a coup by 
naming its big 4x4 after a Saharan 
nomadic tribe. 

The Touareg. Just think of the imagery that 
goes with that word: mysterious and exotic ori¬ 
gins; go anywhere in the worst conditions; 
tough and ruggedly self-sufficient; and at the 
beck and call of no-one. 

Yes, a great name... except that the 
Volkswagen prefix is a problem. 

People who aspire to and can afford cars like 
the Touareg don’t want a badge on the front 
that spells out ‘people’s car’ - the same prob¬ 
lem has afflicted sales of VW’s beautifully 
made Phaeton luxury saloon. 

The verdict is confirmed by motor trade val¬ 
uation ‘bible’ Glass’s Guide. Editor Jeff 
Paterson told us: “The VW Touareg is reason¬ 
ably priced in terms of what you get, but still 
an expensive piece of kit and if you can afford 
that kind of vehicle then image is also impor¬ 
tant. I’m afraid the VW badge does not carry 
as much weight as those perceived as more 
upmarket. 

“The story is the same on the used market, 
but it is a capable 4x4 and the diesels are well 
regarded - though the V10 is probably just a

bit over the top. All in all though, the Touareg 
is probably one of the best kept secrets of the 
trade.” 

Another secret is that, engines apart, the 
Touareg and the dearer Porsche Cayenne are 
actually cloned from the same car - another 
good reason for giving the Touareg a second 
glance whether new or secondhand. 

We chose deliberately to test a ‘lesser’ model 
in the line-up; at £34,387, the SE 2.5 TDI 
brings the cheapest engine option while mid¬ 
range SE spec brings all the toys you could 
want. 

What you get is a car with a decent bal¬ 
ance of power and weight, good economy 
for its size and enough off-road ability - 
should you need it - not to fear a Range 
Rover. 

Yes, the phenomenal 5.0 300+bhp 
V10 diesel is a triumph of technology, 
but you will be lucky to average 20mpg 
and prices start at over £50,000. 

Our test model is lighter and feels 
nimble and refined. It also averages 
an mpg in the late 20s. 

A recent facelift has given the whole 
range a classier look too, exemplified 
by the chrome surround to the front 
grille and confirming the impression 
that the Touareg is probably the best 
looking big 4x4 on the road. 

Having not bothered to try and squeeze in 
an extra and sometimes pointless pair of seats 
ahead of the tailgate, the Touareg is also one 
of the most spacious for all five passengers

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and a serious load carrier. 

The air of quality and finish is way above 
average and exceeds that of many rivals with 
more expensive badges on the bonnet. The 
switchgear is well arranged, the trimming 
neat and tasteful and the car has lots of useful 
stowage, including generous front and rear 
armrest lockers - you really could lead a 
nomadic existence in this car. 


While previous drives have proved that it is 
no slouch in the rough thanks to full 4x4 trans¬ 
mission and a proper set of low gear ratios, the 
car also rides and handles well on-road, with 
very little of the cornering lean associated with 
this class. The test car was fitted with a slick¬ 
changing Tiptronic auto ‘box that works well 
for sporty manual gear selection too. 

It comes to something then that my only real 


complaint is against the car’s elephant ear- 
proportion door mirrors, which are great for 
rearward vision and if you are utilising the 
Touareg’s award-winning towing ability, but 
create a blind spot during normal driving and 
turning. 

Glass’s Mr Paterson’s summed it up well 
though - the VW Touareg really is one of the 
best kept secrets around.

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Airport’s growing success 


FREIGHT handling at Manston 
airport has doubled in the last 
twelve months, according to air¬ 
port bosses. 

And they predict a significant increase in 
the number of passengers flying from the 
airport this year. 

Airport chief executive Matt Clarke, of 
Infratil, said: “I am careful about announc¬ 
ing too much before it happens as I am 
aware of the false dawns the airport has 
seen in the past. 

“But I am quietly confident that these 
positive trends will continue.” 

Mr Clarke was previously chief execu¬ 
tive of Rotorua airport in New Zealand, 
serving more than 300,000 passengers 
each year. 

“It just can’t be overlooked that Kent 
International has one of the largest run¬ 
ways in the country in a truly great global 
location,” he added. 

He said the airport handled 30,000 
tonnes of freight this year. 

Imported goods were largely high value 
short shelf-life African produce for UK 
supermarkets including flowers, fruit and

vegetables. Exports included cargo for distri¬ 
bution by road to Europe. 

Mr Clarke said: “Our point of difference 
from other airports is speed - one of our 
new carriers has informed us that we pro¬ 
vide the fastest turnaround times on their 
worldwide network. This is something we 
are very proud of at KIA and we will con¬ 
tinue to build on this success.” 

He said more than 12,000 passengers are 
expected to fly from Kent International 
this year compared with 8,000 last year. 
Flights are available to Spain, Portugal 
and Italy He said he expected this choice to 
increase in the future. 

Investment 

The airport was also seeing an increas¬ 
ing number of private jets, he said. 

Mr Clarke pointed to major investment 
at Manston. He said £2.6 million has 
been invested in the electrical systems 
and infrastructure of the airport and said 
a further £2m would be spent on new 
vehicles, equipment and further upgrades 


for this financial year. 

Manston airport has seen two recent 
business disasters; first through EUjet 
and then the failed flight service to 
Virginia in America. 

Kent County Council wasted hundreds 
of thousands of pounds of public money 
into both ventures. 

But Mr Clarke was optimistic there was 
a future for KIA. He said: “There is a virtu¬ 
ally untapped market within a one-hour 
drive of the airport and it has great poten¬ 
tial for growth. But that growth has to be 
gradual and sustainable. We are looking 
for long-term stability 

“There have been a few problems and 
disappointments at Kent International 
Airport in the past and I was expecting 
people to be slightly cynical about our 
development plans. 

“I have been very encouraged by the high 
levels of support we are receiving and the 
general enthusiasm there is to make the 
airport succeed and develop its full poten¬ 
tial as a huge asset for the people of Kent.” 

KIA currently employs 95 people.

We have had a week of volatility 
in the stockmarket and at the 
time of writing the FTSE all 
share index had lost ground and 
was at around 6,250. 

We aren’t alone. Stockmarkets around the 
world, including Europe and Asia, are suffer¬ 
ing on the back of problems originating in 
the US housing market. 

The American housing market has, like our 
own, increased substantially over recent 
years, leading to prices higher than many 
can reasonably afford. For this reason many 
US lenders have issued mortgages in the sub 
prime market. 


The sub prime market includes people 
with poor credit histories, or high income 
multiples required and loans to values near 
or above 100 per cent. 

These lending policies are coming home to 
roost as house prices drop, interest rates rise 
and repossessions and defaults start arising. 

Now as an investor what should you do? I 
feel it’s time to remind any investors out 
there reading this that a canny investor buys 
at the bottom and sells at the top. Volatility 
that we are experiencing now can spook 
many private investors and they will sell, 
and invariably they will not have picked the 
right time. 

So the best thing to do is ask the question, 
what is my investment time horizon? If your 
investments are to remain invested in stocks 
and shares for a term of five years or more 
then I would usually advise not to sell and 
try to time the market. The chances of get¬ 
ting it right are remote, you will be uncertain 
of how long to stay in cash, and the buying 
and selling costs will further make it 
unworkable. 

If your remaining term is less than three to 
five years then get advice, as it may be that 
you should be reducing the risk of your port¬ 
folio anyway.

Council approves 
new developers 

THE company that will help rebuild a huge 
part of the Medway Towns has been named. 

Medway Council approved Welbeck Land 
Ltd as ‘preferred developers’ of Rochester 
Riverside. 

The company will build a 150-bedroom, 
four-storey, four-star hotel with 8,500 sq ft 
of conference space and a sunken courtyard 
containing the old city wall. 

In total, there will be five development 
blocks comprising a combination of homes, 
businesses, restaurants, pubs and commu¬ 
nity facilities. 

Council leader Rodney Chambers, said: 
“The current level of interest in Medway 
from the private sector in general - and 
hotel operators in particular - is great news 
for our regeneration programme.” 

Medway will eventually see 500 hotel 
rooms across at least five sites thanks to 
investments of around £50million as part of 
the 15-year, £lbillion regeneration pro¬ 
gramme to turn it into the new river city of 
the Thames Gateway.

There are also plans for an 84-bedroom 
budget hotel in Corporation Street, 
Rochester and strong interest in opening a 
four-star hotel on a prime waterfront site in 
Chatham.

Stupples believes the decision to 
play at St Andrews is a recognition 
of the growing stature of the sport. 

She said: “I really think women’s 
golf has been underestimated for 
many years. We have a lot of talent¬ 


ed youngsters now and I think it will 
go from strength to strength.” 

She also points out that as the 
women hit the ball shorter than the 
men, it becomes a different course. 

“When the men come here they 
overpower the course. For us it is 
perfect - where we drive the ball is 
how the course was meant to be 
played. We really have to think our 
way around the course. It’s a big 
step up and such a different golf 
course from anywhere else 
because of the deep bunkers and 
the history.” 

The Open is only Stupples’ second 
tournament of the season after giv¬ 
ing birth to her son Logan in April.

Pardew promises 
‘dynamic’ Addicks

CHARLTON Athletic fans have 
been promised their club will be 
seeking to entertain as well as 
win enough games to return to 
the top flight this season. 

That’s the statement of intent Addicks boss 
Alan Pardew issued on Friday as he prepares 
his new-look team for next Saturday’s first 
Championship match of the season against 
Scunthorpe United.

80 other clubs across the country would risk 
bankruptcy for - had been relatively bland 
fare to watch. 

There was certainly plenty of excitement in 
2006/07 as the Addicks were led by three 



different managers. But an overwhelming 
majority of fans would surely have swapped 
those thrills and the club’s ultimate relega¬ 
tion for another mid-table finish. 

Pardew has been involved in no fewer than 
23 transfer deals this summer, a process that 
has seen nine new recruits arrive at The Valley. 

But the transfer activity is by no means fin¬ 
ished and it would be no surprise if there 
were both departures and arrivals in the 
next few days or even right up until the end 
of the August transfer window. 

And Pardew was open about his intention to 
make two more signings as soon as possible to 
give his players a further boost as they target 
promotion to the Premier League.

O NCE again it’s that time 
of year when football 
fans up and down the 
country are optimistic 
about their team’s 
chances of vying for honours. 

The mood is no different at Priestfield.

The following day Simon Royce 
became the new second ‘keeper to com¬ 
mit to the Gills.

BRANDS Hatch stages one of 
the biggest races on its calendar 
today as the World Superbike 
Championship enters a critical 
phase. 

Up to 150,000 racing fans will head to the 
Kent track for the high-speed action, hoping 
to cheer a British victory. 

Sheffield’s Janies Toseland goes into the 
race holding a 43-point lead over Italian Max 
Biaggi at the top of the standings. 

With just three rounds to go after today, 
Toseland could establish an almost unassail¬ 
able lead if he could add to his six race victo¬ 
ries so far this season. 

One man with an outstanding record at 
Brands is Yamaha’s Noriyuki Haga. The 
Japanese rider has finished on the podium in 
every race at the 2.3-mile circuit in the past 
three years, including four wins. 

Haga said: “Brands is a good circuit to race, 
you can hear the crowd as you are racing 
which helps a lot. I’m confident and I’ll be 
pushing hard this weekend.” 

Toseland is looking to repeat his success of 
2004 when he won a nail biting title by just 
nine points. 

After weeks of speculation the 26-year-old 
announced this week that he will race in 
MotoGP next season. 

Toseland told the BBC: “It was a big deci¬ 
sion to make but I want to see where I line up 
against the best in the business.” 

The switch to the Yamaha Tech 3 team from 
2008 means that today could be the last

chance for the Kent crowd to see him race. 
The MotoGP championship does not current¬ 
ly visit Brands, instead using Donnington for 
the British Grand Prix. 

In one of the support races, British 
Superbikes rider Tommy Smith received an 
unexpected call-up to ride in the World 
Supersport Championship race. 

The 22-year-old will replace the injured 
Kevin Curran on the SPP Yamaha. 

“It’s a one-off ride for the team and I am 
going to give it my best shot,” Smith said. “I 
have never raced in World Supersport before 
but I can’t see any reason why I can’t have a 
good result.” 


Today will be the young rider from Surrey’s 
first race in the series. He had not even rode a 
World Supersport bike before Friday and has 
just two days to prepare for today’s race. 

If he wins he would make history, as no 
English rider has ever won a World 
Superbikes race at the track. 

This week it was announced Brands will 
host the final round of the A1 GP season. The 
series, which is contested by national teams 
racing identical cars, will finish on the week¬ 
end of May 4 next year.

Beijing Olympics. 

“I would really like to make 
the final in Japan. It’s going 
to be tough but if you don’t 
set yourself high goals then 
you won’t make it.” 

Dobriskey grew up in 
Ashford and ran for 
the town’s athletic club for 
seven years from the age of 
12 until she left for 
Loughborough University. 

Stella Bandu, chief coach at 
Ashford Athletics Club, nur¬ 
tured her during this time. 

“I’m really pleased for her,” 
she said. 

“She works very hard and 
deserves her chance to take 
on the world’s best. I know 
she will do the best she can.”
